Town Manager Bristles 


You Call This 
Home Rule? 


Town Manager Sterling Morris has lashed out 
at the government - state government that is. He 
is ‘hopping mad’ to use a phrase. He doesn’t like 
the State Legislature, and he doesn’t like the 
Governor. 

The legislature has passed a bill - Senate 909, 
and the Governor has signed it. “‘The Legislature 
is extremely unfair’’ Morris says “and so is 
Governor Sargent” 

The new law raises the pay of Police and Fire 
Chiefs, by an automatic ratio over the pay of the 
police and firemen. It can be explained as a law 
whereby the General gets twice as much as the 
troops, but that isn’t exactly the case, for there 
is some variation in the proportions. 

It is ridiculous, the Town Manager says, to talk 
about Home Rule, and then have the staté govern- 
ment destroy the base - and this at a time when 
the Federal government is trying to freeze wages 
and costs! 

The wages of the Wilmington chiefs will go up, 
he says, by four or five thousand dollars. 

Now, the Town Manager points out, the heads of 
the other departments will want similar increases 
in wages - and this after a long session of union 
negotiations last spring. 


His question is: You call this Home Rule?

Wilmington Pictures 


Some of the readers of the Town Crier have 
gained the impression, through the years, that 
this paper has an extensive library of old time 
pictures of Wilmington. 


Would that it were so. What the Town Crier 
has is a lot of friends who from time to time 
loan old-time pictures, and then, jealously, take 
them back.

Marion Holt 

Marion Holt was a Photographer. It was she 
who really had a library of pictures of old Wil- 
mington - and the Town Crier wanted very much 
to be able to get them, when she died. 

Marion was the daughter of Milton T. Holt, 
Milton served in the 15th Maine, Volunteers, in 
the Civil War, and about 1885 became Post- 
master of Wilmington. Marion took up photo- 
graphy, working for a Boston man, and sometime 
before 1900 began to take Pictures of Wilming- 
ton. She told the writer of this column of her 
pictures, sometime after the end of World War 
Il, but presumably they have now been thrown 
away. They were in a studio, in the Back Bay 
of Boston, when she died. 

Almost all the old pictures that do ome 
across the Town Crier’s desk were taken by 
Marion - and have a credit line to that effect. 

There was no such credit line on the picture 
of the Boutwellt House,. but the picture was 
taken in 1930 or slightly afterwards, for on the 
wall is the placard identifying it, for the 200th 
anniversary of the town.
